The embar- 
go on these articles was taken upon 
receipt '6f';a cablegram frotti Major 
Ciraysonf M. P; Murphy; head of the 
Red Crdste oornirtlssion ir. France. In- 
creased transportation difficulties and 
the imperative demand for articles .of 
preater necessity led to his decisioa 
that ration heaters and trench candles 
were not of sufficient importance to 
be sent. 


Great difficulty is expected in tns 


transportation of Christmas gifts for 
soldiers. Those preparing Christmas 
boxes for the soldiers in France are 
urged by the Red Cross not to send 
frivolous articles and If possible to 
pack all gifts in as comiact shape as 
possible. Christmas gifts should not 
be allowed to- take up the room need- 
ed for actual necessities.
